LONDON, April 28.—The study of the Irish 
land purch*se bill clauses is producing con- 
siderab' Jiscontent among Irish landlords 
who s had no trouble with their tenants. 
„ now see that the voluntary principle of 

„ Balfour’s bill is an almost irresistible 
compulsory power. If on one estate tenants 
are paying 280 and buy their holdings, while 
on the other estate £100 is exacted bythe land- 
lords, the principle of competition will place 
the latter's tenants at such a disadvantage 
that a demand forthe reduction of their rent 
will follow as a matter of course. If 
that reduction be granted, the land- 
lord will lose one-fifth of his 
property atastroke. Hecan avoid the com- 
mission only by offering to sell. If he offers 
to sell the money which the tenants pay to 
him will be limited tothe amount which the 
State will advance, und as that is only twenty 
years’ purchase, the Irish landlord whose re- 
lations with his tenants are agreeable wants 
to know where the justice of the proposal 
comesin. He is also disposed to echo the 
complaint, which was, oddly enough, first 
heard from the Radical side, thatthe bill of- 
ters a premium to the tenants who disturb 
the pecae of their neighbors. 

The British East African Co. is not entirely 
reassured by the pacific accounts which come 
from Germany with regard to the action of 
Emin Pasha. The German Emperor is a con- 
siderable shareholder in the German East 
African Co. Dr. Kranel, the head of the 
lately formed colonial department, has been 
made the object of marked imperial atten- 
tions. The original credit voted for Herr 
Wissmann's expedition has been doubled 
within the year over which it was supposed 
to extend. German influence at Zanzibar is 
becoming more and more considerable and 
everything points to a development of German 
colonial activity. Under these circumstances 
the British East Africa Co. is disposed to feel 
that the British Government might do more to 
give it the stimulus of knowing that its aims 
are sympathized with and its political inter- 
ests likely to be carefully safeguarded. 

ENGLISH JUDAISM. 

The declaration by Dr. Hermann Adler on 
the er tical question now agitating English 
Judaism has served to give it increased prom- 
inence. Dr. Adler has apparently no great 
sympathy with the desire for asystem of 
popular control of representative boards“ 
or lopal synagogue committees, in pref- 
erenceto the jurisdiction ofthe chief rabbi, 
and do t accept the ideathat the alleged 
indifferentism is principally due fo the lack 
of sympathy be ween worshipers and the 
established ritual. He, indeed, rejects the 
charge that lethargy is a characteristic of 
Anglo-Judaism. He points to the evidences 
of activity which exist on all sides and quotes 
the saying of a highly cultured German 
Hebrew respecting the fervor of tbe English 
Hebrews for charitable works and their 
creed. 

‘*Do not, he adds, delude yourself with 
the thought that a mere change of ritual can 
rouse the sluggish and work a religious re- 
vival; do not crave for violent or drastic 
changes. 

Yet the doctor is not quite satisfied with the 
Synagogue service as now performed and the 
agitation is gathering influence. A petition 
— presented to the council of the United 

ynagogue in favor of reform reveals that the 
movement has avery remarkable following. 
There is no doubt that the present is a singu- 
larly critical moment in the history of English 
Judaism. :

HIDING IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


An Austrian Detective Searching for the 
Murderer of the Thun Family. 


P+ Telerranh to the POsT-Dispaton. 

PITTSTON, Pa., April 28.—As telegraphed a 
few days ago, for some time past Detective 
Madvazo of Vienna, Austria, has been ran- 
sacking the anthracite coal regions in search 
of a man named Zapolski, whois accused of 
murdering six personsand for whom a re- 
ward of 4,000 marksis offered. The history of 
the case as told by Madvazois very interest- 
ing. In 1885, in that wild portion of the Aus- 


trian Empire bordering on the Carpathian 
Mountains, a gypsy, named Seany, gave the 
police much trouble and had in various en- 
counters killed several of them, 
always escaping arrest. One day he 
boldiv ventured into the town of Varinoand 
carried off a wealthy German store-keeper 
named Thun. He was taken to the mountains 
and held fur a ransom of 1,000 marks. As non- 
compliance would have assuredly caused him 
to be murdered, his family paid the money 
and he returned home. In the vicinity of 
Varino lived a family of land proprietors 
named Zapoleki, of noble birth and settied in 
the district for centuries. One of the sons, 
named Gorg, was known to be wild and was 
placed under police surveillance and it was no 
surprise to the authorities when Thun notified 
him that be had seen Zapoliski with the rob- 
bers. He was at once arrested, but escaped 
through the conulvance of a jail- 
er. Thun had it country seat 
near Varino and a few days after 
his release bythe brigands he went there 
with his family. 
the morntng was surprised to find no one 
about and entered the house, and to his hor- 
ror found a man servant and maid servant 
lying dead on the floor, horribly hacked and 
mutilated. The neighborhood was alarmed 
and the police called in. A further search re- 
vealed the dead bodies of Thun, his wife and 
two daughters in an upper chamber. It was 
evident thet the two girls had been subjected 
to frightful iil treatment before death. 
Stuck to the door by a dagger was 
a paper written in Hungarian to the 
effect that anyone giving the police infor- 
mation would be similarly dealt with. 
All the resources at the command of the au- 
thorities were used to detect the criminals, 
and with the ald of the Turkish police arob- 
ber village in the Carpathians was found, 
raided and destroyed and every one in it ex- 
cept Zapolski killed. The latter escaped to 
Constantinople and was traced thence to 
Liverpool, from where he sailed for the United 
States. Madvazo is sure that Zapolski is in 
hiding in Luzerne County among the coal 
miners. The detective asserts that the State 
police have given him no assistance and says 
if he nad S1, 000 to use he could have Zapoilski 
in his hands within a month.

THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


The Supporters of Both Systems Give Their 


Views—Memorial of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange on River Overflow 
Legisiatien—The Ohio Ballot-Box For- 
gery Case—Washington News.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—Resolutions 
adopted by the Merchants’ Exchange of St.

Important to Brewers and Liquor Men. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—The United 
States Supreme Court, through Chief Justice 
Fuller, to-day rendered an Opinion 
averse to the constitutionality of 


State laws providing for the seiz- 
ure of liquor brought into the 
State in original packages. Such laws, 
Court holds, are an interference with 
terstate commerce. After the liquor 
come the property of the 
porter the State may, under its 
police powers, regulate or pronibit its 
sale, but it has ne power lu the absence of ex- 
press constitutional authority to prohibit the 
transportation of the article from another 
State and its delivery to the importer.

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Ohio Ballet-Box Forgery. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—After a recess 
of several weeks the special House committee 
charged with an investigation of the Ohio 


ballot-box forgery met to-day to take further 
testimony. Alphonso Hart of Hilisboro, O., 
now Solicitor of Internal Reyenue, testified 
that he had been elected a member of Con- 
Kress in 1882. Before he took his seat he had 
a conversation with E. C. Bush of Cincinnati. 
The substance of the conversation was that a 
meritorious ballot-box bad been invented and 
used in Cincinnati. Mr. Bush thought it 
should be adopted throughout the United 
States and said that the proprietors of the 
box were about to have a Dill introduced in 
Congress to secure its use. 

Representative Grosvenor put in evidence 
the letter from ex- Fres ident Cleveland stating 
that Gov. Campbell had not even rewotely re- 
ferred to the ballot-box bill and that he did 
not Know of the existence of the bill. 

Chairman Mason placed in the record a 
written statement from Charles Collins of Vin- 
cinnati denying Woods’ statements in a news- 
paper pudlication that he (Collins) would be 
able to confirm one of his statements. This 
closed the taking of testimony for the day. 


Educating the Indians, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—The Indian 
Bureau proposes to make a change in the 
manner of educating Indians by adopting the 


compulsory plan. Manual training is to be 
adopted for the male Indians and the females 
are to be taught some useful trade suitable to 
them. The five civilized tribes of the Osages 
of the Indian Teritory are the only ones ex- 
empt. 


The Pan-American Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—Representa- 
tives of ten of the seventeen nations partici- 
pating inthe International American Confer- 
ence, this morning signed the agreement 
drawn up by the conference for the settlement 
by arbitration of differences and disputes be- 
tween them. N 


KIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


The Senate, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—In connec- 
tion withthe preseatation of a memorial in 
relation to the Mississippi River, a discussion 
sprung up and was participated in by many 
Senators—the point turning on tbe question 
whether the levee system or the outlet system 
was the correct one, or whether there should 
not be a combination of the two. 

Mr. Vest gave it as his opinion that the two 
systems could not stand together, and that 
Congress should adopt the one system or the 
other.

WORKED ALL NIGHT, 
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The Break at the Martinez Crevasse Closed 
Up—Flood News. 


A special to the Daily States from Baton 
Rouge says: The relief boat Dacotah laid at 
Martinez crevasse all of last night. The break 
is virtually closed. The laborers on 


the Dacotah, together with the other 
hands, began sacking at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Nearly one hundred 
thousand sacks were dropped in front of the 
crio work and at 6 o’clock the back water had 
failen three feet. At intervals the water 
would get the best of the workmen 
and rush through a small aperture with 
lightning - like speed cutting a deep 
channel under the cribbing. Such places 
were dangerous, and whenever they occurred 
the entire force would be concentrated 
on the danger point, and hundreds 
of sacks dropped into the hole. 
This morning the crevasse is barely 
leaking, but there is not a sufficient number 
of sacks. The Dacotah came up to Baton 
Rouge for another load of sacks, arriving here 
atllo’clock. She will load immediately and 
return to the crevasse thia afternoon, and 
unless something occurs to change the pro- 
gramme will be in New Orleans Tuesday. 

Mr. James D. Houston, who has been at 
Martinez ever since the break, authorizes 
the statefient that had it not been for the 
timely aid of the Dacotah Mar- 
tinez crevasse would not now 
have been closed. The releif boat 
made two trips from the capital tothe break, 
carrying nearly 50,000 sacks. Having these at 
hand, enabled the workmen to use them at 
the proper moment to protectthe crib work 
and prevent its washing out. 


Falling at St, Joseph, La. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 28.—The Times- 
Democrats St. Joseph, La., special Bays: 
There has been a decline of one inch in the 
river in the past twenty-fours, The levees are 


all holding well. The back water is about on 
a stand and it is not belleved that over 15 per 
cent of the cultivated land in this parish 
Se ate ls under water. Weather clear and 
cold. 


Mr. Houston also stated that the credit for 
the successful fight against the crevasse was 
due to Mr. William Cummings, roadmaster of 
the Valley road. He developed all the 
plans and left it to Mr. Houston and 
otners to see that they were carried out. 
General Manager Harahan of the Mississipp! 
Valley Railroad is on the scene and 
will remain until the danger is over. 
Mr. Will Clark, at whose place the 
Lobdell levee broke, arrived from that place 
this morning. He stated that the water was 
still rushing through with terrible velocity, 
but as soon as material arrived an attempt 
would be made to close tbe break. Mr. 
Clark wentto Martinez to get some points 
and view the work and also to consult with 
the Sewell brothers, who are now at that 
place. The river is steadily declining and all 
tears of further breaks are gone. 


High Water at Dallas. 


DALLAS, Tex., April 28.—The most disas- 
trous flood in the history of North Texas is 
pouring through the valley of the Trinity 
River and causing ruin on all sides. The 
heavy rain of Friday night raised every 
tributary of the river, and 
has deen rising rapiais ever since.

Great Damage in Bowie County. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., April 28.—Reports from 
Bowie County indicate that the damage 
occasioned by the overflow of the Red River is 
enormous. The county bas a frontage of over 


100 miles on the Red River and the water 
bas poured over the farms for miles, 
completely ruining the crops and farm- 
houses. A report reached the city last even- 
ing thatthe piers and false work of the Tex- 
arkana & Fort Smith Rallroad bridge had been 
sweft away by the immense flow of water in 
the Red River. Work had to be stopped on 
this bridge some weeks ago on account ot the 
high water. 


Encournging Reports. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 28.—The reports from 
the levees are now of amore favorable tone. 
The weather is clearing, and the waters in the 
Mississippi and Red riversis steadily declin 


ing. The broken levees are being repaired 
rapidly, and itis now believed that the water 
will leave the bottoms in time to permit piant- 
ing operations by the middle of May.

The Tynwald, on which the Bishop pro- 
nounces Dan’s awful sentence of banishment 
in the play, is the mound from which the laws 
are read in Manx and English. There isa 
tradition that thie mound is formed of soll col- 
lected from every parish in the island. The 
origin of this out-of-door justice seat is lost in 
the mist of ages. ‘’Tinn Vaal’’ signifies altar 
or fire of Baal. This suggests the possibility 
that the Manxmen of a very remote period 
may have been fireworsbipers. 

The Manxman, it would seem, cherishes an 
ancient Gredge against his neighbor, the 
Irishman, probably on account ot some sud- 
den attack on the isiand 2 Irish; for ‘*Hit 
him again, he’s Irish,’’ n common saying 
among the Manx people. The Irish lang 
is very akin to the Manx—so near toat inha

MURDER ‘THIS MORNING. 


Soseph Fentx Dies at the City Hospital From 


an Injury Supposed te Have Been In- 
flicted by Darby in a Free Fight on April 


5—The Alleged Murdergr Makes a State- 
ment Denying His Gailt. 


This morning, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Dierkes issued a warrant charging Frank 
Darby with assault to kill. Later develop- 
ments convinced him that the charge should 
be murder in the first degree. He is now ata 
loss to know what action'to take and will make 
mo further proceeding until a full investigation 
ot the affray in which Darby was concerned 
is made by the proper officials. On the after- 
noo2of AprilS the police reported that a 
number of negroes had engaged in a fight in 
a vacant lot in the rear of 3625 Bernard street. 
As reported Joseph Fenix had been cut in the 
back between the filth and sixth ribs, the 
knife penetrating the left lung. Wm. Sanders 
Was beaten over the head with a piece 
or lead pipe, while Mrs. Sanders received a 
severe scalp wound. It now develops that it 
was Sanders who was cut, while Fenix suf- 
fered a fracture of the skull. All three of the 
injured parties were taken to the City Hosp. 
tal, Fenixand Mrs. Sanders were soon able 
to leave the place, while Sanders is still an 
inmate of the institution. Fenix has since 
been at his home in the alley near 
where the fight took place. Yesterday morn- 
ing he suffered a relapse from the wound on 
is head, He had been confined to his house 
since the affray, but was considered out of 
danger. He sank rapidly and was taken again 
to the City Hospital. An examination showed 
thathe had taken cold in the wound. An 
abscess had oll n operation was per- 
formed, but to all, the 
man passing away a o’clock this morn- 
ng.

INJUSTICE OF THE LAW. 


JUDGE VALLIANT VIEWS THE MECHANIC'S 
LIEN LAW 


And Shows How a House-Owner Can Be 
Made to Pay a Bill Twice—A. W. Spilker 
Granted a Diverce—Other Ralings and 
Judgments—Legal Notes and News. 


In one of hig decisions this morning, Judge 
Valliant gives a ‘‘friendly tip“ to all persons 
building or about to build, and gives the law 
of mechanics’{liensand garnishments. It was 
in the case of Christian Pieper against Julius 
R. Stiefel. Mr. Stiefel was building a house 
with Xavier Doerer as “contractor, and had 
paid all but a small part when Christian 
Pieper, amechanic who had done some work 
on the house, but hed not been paid by 
Doerer, filed a gainishment against Mr. 
Stiefel toj prevent him paying Doerer the last 
installment. Mr. Stiefel paid Mr. Doerer, 
nevertheless, and in April, 1889, Pieper se- 
cured judgment against Stiefel for $287.19. 
Stiefel filed a motion fora new trial, andin 
overruling it Judge Valliant says: 

This is a proceeding under 

A GARNISHMENT 
on execution. Upon the trial the garnisher’s 
evidence tended to prove that the judgment 
lebt for Xavier Doerer was building a house 
inder contract with garnishee, which pro- 
vided for payments in installments as the 
work progressed; that two payments had al- 
ready been made and another was coming 
due when this garnishment was served. After 
oe was served the garnishee, IStlefel, hesitated 


about paying the third installment, but ascer- 
tained that the men who had been working 
for Doerer onthe house had not been paid 
and that unless they were paid they would file 
mechanics’ liens on the building. Doerer 
would not pay the nen unless the garnishee, 
Stiefel, paid him. In this emergency the gar- 
nishee concluded to pay Doerer, so as to af- 
ford means to pay the men and save the 
house from the liens, and this he accordingly 
did, notwithstanding the garnishment. 
After Doerer got the money he threw up toe 
‘ontract, presumably because of the gar- 
ishment, and Mr. Stiefel had to employ 
nother person to finish the house, and it 
st him more than it would have cost if 
derer had finished it under the contract. 
Mr. Stiefel contends that he sbouid not be 
Id liable in this proceeding for two reasons: 
rst, because, although he paid the $163 after 
s was served with the writ of garnishnmet, 
t It he had not done so his house would 
ave been encumbered with liens; and, sec- 
nd, Doerer’s abandonment of the contract 
fterwards made him the debtor of the gar- 


Sishee. 


Any one placed in the same predicament 
that Mr. Stiefel was would doubtiess feel as 
he does, that it is a great hardship to be thus 
placed between two fires. This hardship 
arises out of the 

POLICY OF THE LEGISLATION 
concerning mechanics’ liens. With that 
policy the courts have nothing to do. We 
must administer the lawas the Legislature 
has made it. A man entering into a 
building contract so with know 
ledge of the risk he runs in 
to pay not only the contractor 
but alsothe mechanics and material men. 
There is but one way to protect ourselves 
against this risk, and that is to be secured by 
the contractor againstit at the time the con- 
tract is made. 

The garnishee’s evidence did not show with 
any degree of certainty how much was due 
to the men, or that tne liens could have been 
maintained, or whothe men were who were 
likely to fle liens. Butconceding that there 
were claims to the amount in question 
due the men and that they could have prose- 
still they haa

THE UNION PACIFICO. 


Annual Report ef President Adams te the 
Stockhelders. 


BOSTON, Mass., April 28.—The Union Pacific 
issues its annual report to stockholders to- 
day. It follows tne form of previous reports, 
is complete in every detail, covers every 
branch and invested interest of the system, 
and is supplemented by a copy of the contract 
of the alliance with the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Raiload,the report of Government Di- 
rector Spalding, the Senate bill for settlement 
of Pacific Railroad debts and the Senate Com- 
mittee’s report. While the Union Pacific 


proper shows substantially the same result as 
for 1888, the whole system shows a compara- 
tive loss in surplus of $407,000, the total sur- 
plus for the year being $1,145,000, against 
$1,552,000 in the previous year. This loss, 
President Adams states in bis introductory 
remarks, was due to the decreased earnings 
ofthe O0. R. & L. Co., by reason of deficient 
crops in Oregofi and Wasbington. 

Advances made by the Union Pacific to meet 
the deficiency on roads where it is a stock- 
holder may hereafter be repaid, but Presei- 
dent Adams shows the operation of the whole 
system, charging all these advances to cover 
deficits as well as the expenses of the system 
proper. 

Slightly condensed, the whole system, 5, 180 
miles, shows: Gross earnings, $31,070,182, in- 
crease, $874,659; net earnings, $11,195,971, in- 
crease, $735,337; total income, $12,082,668, in- 
crease, $751,086; interest on bonds, 
$5,067,091, increase, $9,376; other interest 
charges, $1,898,926, increase, $269,031; sinking 
funds, $511,142, increase, $194,881; United States 
requirements $1,140,379, increase, $5,985; dis- 
count, interest, etc., $437,051, increase $181, - 
186; land expenses Union Pacific division, 
$64,936, decrease, $5,472. profit and loss, $219, - 
071. increase, $95,640; St. J. & G. I. deficit, 
$69,008, decrease, 571,915: O0. R. & N. deficit 
$736,206, increase, $387,088; Central Branch de- 
ficit, $280,377, decrease, $61,641; Montana 
Union half deficit, $117,006; increase, $107,311; 
Kansas Citv & Omaha deficit, $46,576; in- 
crease, $46,576; total expenditures, $10,887,764; 
increase, $1,158,044, balances, $1,144,904; de- 
crease, $407,008; earned on stock, 1.88 per 
cent; last year, 2.55 per cent; decrease, .37 
per cent. 

The company expects as important advan- 
tages from the consolidated Union Pacific and 
Denver & Gult as from the Oregon short Line 
and Utah. To prevent further contests with the 
Northern Pacific for the control of the Oregon 
Rall way & Navigation. Co. and to reduce the 
rental charge thereof, the Oregon Short Line 
and the Utah Northern purchased a majority 
of OregongRallway & Navigation stock, money 
to carry which could be borrowed at 1 per 
cent less than the rental which had to 
be paid. This represents an addition of 
$7,095,209 In the investment account of the 
company, to be further increased in complet- 
ing the transaction by $5,000,000. It is in- 
tended to issue a collateral trust 5 per cent 
bond of the Oregon Short Line and Utah 
Northern, secured by stock on the O. R. & N. 
Co. The total debt due the Gove.nment De- 
cember 30, 1889, was $50,902,765. The amount 
to the credit of the sinking fund in the United 
States Tressury was $9,885,600, an increase of 
$1,074,331 for the year. In 1890 the 
Secretury of the Treasury sold $760,000 
United States 4 per cent bonds in 
the sinking fund and invested the 
proceeds in Pacific Railroad bonds prior to 
the Government lien. The income on the 
amount so invested will be raised to 4 per 
cent. The gross earnings per mile from the 
whole system were $6,018, against $5,989 the 
previous year and the net earnings were 
32,168, against $2,074 in the preceding year. 

Page sixteen contains an interesting state- 
ment of funded and floating debt at the close 
of each of the past six years and also of debt 
per mile, by which it appears that the average 
debt per mile on the system has been reduced 
$6,200 during the last six years and is now 
$28,963 per mile, as compared with $35,170 per 
wile June 30, 1884. 

Construction was not important, only 
twenty-nine miles of new main track being 
built. The O. R. & N. Co. had gross earnings 
of $6,015,891, a decrease of $363,904, and net 
earnings of $1,565,997, a decrease of $677,176. 
The betterment account got a credit of $127,- 
756, as compared with a debt of $140,641 last 
yoar, so that altogether its charges decreased 
by $290,088. And the net deficit for the year, 
was $736,205, an increase of $387,087. The O. 8. 
L. and U. N. had to assume this deficit and its 
account for the year stands as follows: 

Gross earnings, $6,512,345: increase, $741,805; 
net earnings, $2,628,660; Increase, $315,916; 
total income, $3,077,637; increase, $711,094, 
Bond interest, $1,834,879; increase, $68, 154. 
Discount, interest, etc., $216,754; increase, 
$80,488. Loss on O. R. 4 N., $736,305; increase, 
$387,087. Surplus, $289,797; increase, $175,365. 

The Oregon Short Line & Northern earnings 
will be increased by the completion of 212 
miles of O. R. & N. branches. Bonds will be 
sold from time to time for reimbursement of 
the cost of the extensions. 51, 800, 000 collateral 
trust bonds have been sold since the close of 
the year upon this account. ‘The O. 8, L. has 
also solathe Union Pacific Co. $7,741,000 col- 
lateral trust bonds secured by O. R. & N. 
stock.

THE DRABELLE ACT VALID 


THE SUPRFMF COURT DENIES THE WRIT 
AGAINST HR. MILLER. 


The Last Hope of the Aulerites Goes Glim- 
mering—The Court Was Unanimous— 
Every Single Point Raised Against the 
Law Decided Upon Adversely—The Pres- 
ent Situation—Meeting Te-Nightte Take 
Action on Mr. Reimler's Death. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., April 28.—Judge F. 
M. Black rendered an opinion inthe Supreme 
Court this morning in the case of State ex rel. 
Attorney-General vs. Charles F. Miller. This 
cass isan information in the nature of a quo 
warranto presented by the Attorney-General 
to test the right of the respondent to the 
office of Director of the St. Louis Public 
School Board and the controversy is led to 
turn on the cuonstitutionality of the act of 
March 30, 1887, known as the Dradelle law. 
The opinion holds that the lawis constitu- 
tional and the writisdenied. All the Judges 
concur. Judge Black in his opinion 
reviews former decisions of the 
court in relation to class legislation 
and the old question that any law designed ex- 
pressly to apply to cities of 300,000 inhabitants 
and over is class legislation and probibited is 
again denied. In support of this position the 
decision upholding the notary law is cited. 
The only question touched by the court is the 
validity of the Drabelie act. The objections 
to the law are disposed of in the following 
order: 

The title of the act does not conform to 
the constitution.’’ 

Denied and held that where all the provis- 
ions of a statute fairly relate to the same sub- 
ject, have a natural connection with it, and 
are the incidents or means of accomplishing 
it, then the subject is single. 

The act violates sec. 34 art. (of the consti- 
tution inasmuch as it does not designate the 
words to be awended in a section or striken 
out, eto.“ 

Denied and held that repeals by implication 
are not prohibited. State ex rel. Draper, 47. 
Mo., 29; State ex rel. uire, 47, Mo., 35. 

Tue act is a repeal or local law. 

This point is argued at great length by 
Judge Black and practically decided upon 
former rulings of the court. 

The motion to quasen Judge Barclayv’s pro- 
ceedings in Chambers was not disposed of 
and neither is the provision of the charter of 
St. Louis, requiring School directors to have 
paid taxes, considered. 


The Present Situation, 


The decision of the Supreme Court brings 
the School Board muddle nearer to a solution. 
The only hope now left the Aulerites is that 


the Court of Appeals will consider the tax re- 
ceipts possessed by Messrs. Rogers, Macklin, 
Bartholdt and Boliman to be sufficient to 
qualify them. All who have watched the 
progress of the fight in the courts are inclined 
to the opinion that this hope is a very slender 
one. Ihe death of Mr. August Reimler, the 
member from the Fourth District, re- 
moves all question about bis tax receipts. 
His death andthe decision of the Supreme 
Court to-day certainly leaves the Auierites in 
very bad shape. Even if the Court of Appeals 
should sustain those members whose qualifi- 
cations are now in question the Aulerites 
would still be in the minority in the Board. 
They can no longer count on either Director 
Boliman or Brady and consequently have but 
eight members left in their ranks. Should 
Directors Macklin, Rogers and Bartholdt be 
ousted the faction which is now in control in 
the Board would be hopelessly routed. Out of 
respect for the memory of their dead asso- 
ciate, Mr. Reimler, the leading members 
of the erstwhile solid eleven are disinclined 
to talk much about school affairs, but the sit- 
vation is such that they can not refrain from 
some discussion. A speciul meeting of the 
board has been called for this evening to take 
action upon Mr. Reimier’s death, and an ef- 
fort will be madeto bave the members of the 
board attend in a body. Very probably be- 
fore the end of the week aspecial election 
will be called to elect Mr. Reimiler’s successor - 
and a bitter fight may be looked for. It will 
be the first opportunity that the factions 
have afforded to get a direct expres.

The Right of Way Over the Eighteenth 
Street Bridge in Demand—The Bill Pre- 
sented by the North Third Street Mer- 
chants and Its Significance—Paying In- 
terest on Bonds—City Hall Notes. 


The Council Committee on Railroads will 
meet Wednesday afternoon to hear argu- 
ments for and against the cross-town and 
nortk and south railroad bills. From all indi- 
cations the committee will have an 
interesting time of it with these bills 
and their proprietors. Both companies 
ask the privilege of running tracks over the 
Kighteenth street bridge, and this will very 
probably resultina clash. There are other 
features of the bill which are likely to cause 
some conflict. 

The Cross Town Route commences at Park 
and Mississippi avenues and runs north to 
Chouteau ayenue, westto Twenty-first street 
north to Papin street, east to Eighteenth 
street, thence over the bridge and along 
Eighteenth street to O’Falion, west to Hogan 
street, north to North Market street and 
tlience to Second street. The North & South 
Co. propose to start at the intersection of 
@Cherokee street and Gravois Road and run 
east to Thirteenth, north to Lynch. west to 
Fecond Caroudelet avenue, north to Shenan- 
doah, east to Dolman street, north to Chou- 
teau auenue, west to Eighteenth street, north 
to Lucas avenue, west to Nineteenth ‘street, 
‘north to Benton street, west to Twentieth 
street, north to Hebert, west to Twenty-fifth 
street. north to Palm street, west to Parnell 
street, north to Barrett street, thence to and 
along Grand avenue to Florissant avenue, 
thence to tbe south gate of Calvary 
Cemetery. This company also asks the priv- 
legs of using other routes similar in some 
respects and ‘including the Eighteenth stiect 
bridge. 

The Cross Town bill is backed by John N. 
Boftinger, E. D. Meter and D. K. Ferguson, 
Wulle James Campbell is managing the 
interests of the company asking 
the passage of the North and 
South bill. The Cross Town Co. 
propose to costruct an elevated road with 
overhead wires, while the other company re- 
serves the right to run the cars bv horse, 
cable, gas or electric motors, as it deems ad- 
visable. Both bills were in the last session 
andsomerivairy between the supportere of 
each was then manifested. The bills 
expired with the session and 
were reintroduced at the opening 
term, the Cross Town by Mr. Rohan and the 
North & South by Mr. Sloan. Both companies 
are working hard for the bills and there is 
some speculation as to what action the com- 
mittee will take after hearing all the argu- 
ments. 


The Merchants Complain. 


The Council Committee on Markets will have 
a lively session to-morrow afternoonon the 
bill to prohibit farmers and hucksters from 
standing their wagons and vending thelr 


wares on Third street between Franklin ave- 
nue and Cherry street. The merchants in that 
section are backing the bill strongly 
and have engaged an attorneyto push it in 
the Assembly. They claim thatthe farmers 
come in every morning with their wagons 
filled with garden products and back up in 
front of stores, and remain there until late in 
the day, impeding traffic to a considerable 
extent and preventing the loading 
and unloading of goods for the 
stores. As many of the merchants 
handie the same products as the wagon 
venders, the opponents of the bill claim that 
business rivairy has some bearing on the 
measure. Thesmall dealers who sell from 
their wagons are, as a matter of course, mi 
posed to the bill, and will make a strong ‘fig t 
to head off the established merchants who 
transact business in stores. The committee 
will hear both sides to-morrow. 


Interest on City Bonds, 


Comptroller Stevenson to-day remitted to 
J. S. Morgan & Co. of London 320, 000 to meet 
the interest maturing city bonds and coupons,

THE PRICE OF GAS, 


City Counselor Bell in the Supreme Court 
Against the Gas Companies. 


By Telegraph to the POsSt-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 28.—City Coun- 
selor Leverett Bell of St. Louis appeared be- 
fore the Supreme Court this morning and 
filed an application for an aliernative writ of 
mandamus against the officers of the Laclede, 
the Carondelet andthe Water-Gas Co.’s, re- 
spectively, to compel them to show cause 
why they charge $1.18 per 1,000 for gas, when 
an ordinance passed by the Municipal Assem- 
bly fixes the price at not exceeding 90 cents. 
The court -recelved the application, and in- 
formed Mr. Bell that the matter would be 
examined, and it would first decide whether 
the proceeding should be commenced in the 
Supreme Court or in a lower court.

The Members of Louis Harrison’s Co. in a 
Pullman Sleeper Overturned by an Acci- 
dent at Staunton, Va.—Nearly All of the 
Actors More or Less Injured—tiIn ,a Barn- 
ing Building. 


STAUNTON, Va., April 28.—At3 a. m. to-day 
the express train of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad for Washington was descending a 
heavy grade a mile west of Staunton when

The car took fire, 
but was put out.

MORE POLICE WANTED. 


The Commissioners’ Annual Report and 


Schedule of Wants. 


To-day the copy of the twenty-ninth annual 
report of the Board of Police Commissioners 
of the city of St. Louis was sent to the 
printer by the Secretary, Mr. Henry G. Pas- 
chall. The report is for the fiscal year ending 
April 7, and was compiled by Mr. Paschall 
and his assistant, Mr. Kd Lally. It in be 
submitted to the Municipal Assembly early in 
May. 

The board is now composea of Edward A 
Noonan, Mayer and ex-officio President; John 
H. Overall, Vice-President, and assigned to 
the Third and Fourth Districts; John H. 
Small, Treasurer and purchasing member, 
and assigned to the Fifth District; Charles H, 
Turner, Commissioner and member of Board 
of Health, and assigned to Central District; 
Benjamin F. Hammett, Commissioner, and 
assigned to the First and Second District; 
Henry G. Paschall, . 

The report shows a 

NUMBER OF CHANGES 
madein the department during the past 
twelve months. Of appointments there were 
155, being 5 patrolmen, 145 emergency spe- 
cialis, 3 turnkeys, 1 messenger and 1 telephone 
operator. Of promotions there were 143, 2 to 
the rank of captain, 17 to the rank of ser- 
geant, 122 to the rank of patrolman, and 2 to 
therank of clerk. Of resignations there 
were 10, being 5 patrolmen, 2 emer- 
gency specials, lturnkey, 1 clerk and 1 tel- 
ephone operator. One captain, 5 patrolmen, 
1 emergency special, I turnkev and 1 janitor 
were carried away by death, while 5 patrol- 


men were dismissed from the force. Two 
clerks were reduced to the rank of turnkey, 1 
patrolman and (emergency specials resigned 
under charge, and 5 emergency specials, 1 
messenger and 1 telephone operator were 
dropped from the rolls. 
CHARGES AGAINST 78 OFFICERS 

were made during the year. Trials were had 
in each case, resulting in 21 officers being 
fined, 19 being fined and reprimanded, I repri- 
manded, 3 being cautioned, 22 cases dis- 
missed witbout prejudice,1l0 officers dismissed 
from the force and 2 suspended for 60 days 
without pay. Ofofficerson the force there 
are at present 619. Of these 1 ranks as 
Chief, 7as captains, 59 as sergeants, 495 as 
foot patrolmen, 40 as mounted patrolmen and 
10 as detectives. 

Salaries paid the regular officers. amounted 
to $555,213.81, while the salaries of other em- 
ployes and current expenses amounted to 
$50,942.16 more. The mounted system cost in 
the vicinity of $10,000, the patrol system al- 
most $4,000, while other miscellaneous ex- 
penses increased the amount to $28,912.65. An 
aggregate of $864,362.28 is asked as an 

APPROPRIATION TO MEET THE EXPENSE 
ofrnnping the department for tbe current 
year. Ofthis amount $633,900 is wanted for 
the pay roll of the regular officers; $61,100 for 
other salaries; horses, $4,000; current ex- 
penses, $31,035; unpaid bills for current ex- 
penses, $27.28; "labor and material for repairs 
to stations, $3,000; erection of a new station 
at Tenth and North Market streets for Fourth 
District headquarters, 315, 000; estab- 
lishing patrol system in Second and 
Fourth Districts and increasing the system in 
the Fifth; proposed increase of 100 men, 
$90,000. The force is distributed as follows: 
In the First District, 28; Second, 72; Central, 
177; Third, 138: Fourth, 100; Firth, 142; head- 
quarters, 36; stab! es, 16. ‘After making this 
report the board called the attention of the 
Assembly tothe fact that 

ONE HUNDRED NEW MEN ARE NEEDED, 
it being impossible to properly guard the 
city, especially in the growing suburbs, with 
the existing force. The parks also need 
further protection. An extension of the 
patrol system is desired and a new main 
station in the Fourth District is asked for. 

The report of the Chief of Police is ap- 

pended. It shows that 19,724 arrests were 
mede by the members of "the department. 
This increase in numbers was caused by the 
enforcement of the gambling 
liquor laws. Or jthe arrests 
were for alleged State offenses, 
16,849 were for violations of the city ord!- 
nances. Of males there were 16,451 and of 
females 3,273. The nativity of these is given 
as follows: ven States, 10,969: United 
States (Pies was Ireland, 2,160; Ger- 
many, 1,863 Rj 467; Scotland, 217; 
Wales, 81; France, 108 ; Canada, 139; Italy, 
138 ; Sweden, 82; Bohemia, 23; Brazil, 1; Den- 
mark, 33; Poland, 37; Switzerland, 833 Hol- 
land, 7; Hungary, 5; Spain, 27; Russia, 59;

GUYED TO DEATH. 


A Colored Coal Passer on the Steamer 
Finance Jumps Overboard,

NEw Yor«, April 28.—‘‘I am dead broke and 
I want to get back to New Tork.“

colored man, described his position to the 
chief engineer of the steamer Finance when 
the vessel touched at Pernambuco on April 9.

CHASED BY A MADMAN, 


Au Italian Patient Attempts to Murder a 
Hospital Attendant. 


Fre Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, April 28.—-4 madman with a 
glittering dagger nearly caused a bloody 
tragedy in the Manhattan Eye and Ear 
Hospital No, 104 Park avenue, near the Grand 
Central depot, yesterday morning about 8 
o’clock, as some of the patients were rising. 
A young orderly named James J. Merriman, 
while making his rounds at that hour, noticed 


an Italian meningitis patient named Antonia 
Peratz putting on his clothes. Peratzis a 
wila-eyed laborer about 35 years of 
age and is very strong. He got 
out of bed against the vhvsician’s 
orders and Merriman became indignant The 
Itallan acted strareély. He seemed to be saf- 
fering intense pain and insisted on putting on 
his clothes and getting away from the place. 
The orderly seized him and forcibly tried to 
push him under the bed covers. This infu- 
riated the suffering man, and the fiend in him 
was let loose. Witha tiger-like rapidity he 
drew from under his pillow a glittering dirk 
with edges as keen as a razor and made a vi- 
cious slash at the orderly’s left ear. A stream 
of biood paid tribute to the blow, for the dag- 
ger inflicted a wound an inch and a 
half just over the orderly’s 
ear.

THREE MONTHS OF FLOOD ON THE LOWER 
MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


All Previous High Waters Surpassed in Stage 
and Duration of Flood—How the Present 
Disaster-Maker Begau to Grow—Chief 
Signal Officer Greeley’s Prophecy and Its 
Fulfillment. 


The flood now in the Lower Mississippi has 
continued longer than any foodever known 
on either the Ohio or Mississippi rivers., In 
all other ways—save in loss of life—it has 
passed all competitors. There is not one 
authenticated mark of previous high water 
that has not been passed. 

Frem every point where there has been for 
any considerable number of yearsa Govern- 
ment gauge and high waters properly meas- 
ured the information is that all records have 
been surpassed. At many places the gauge 
has been completely overflowed and owing to 
the failure of the Signal Service to provide a 
supplementary measure the real helght of the 
water is not known and will not de known un- 
til the water goes down and marks now being 
made on buildings can be measured accur- 
ately in connection with the gauge. . 

In consequence of the extraordinary flood 
more land is under water than ever before, 
though the levees that withstood previous 
high waters nad been strengthened since the 
last strain was put on them. This flood dafied 
all sorts of restraints, as it grew and made 
crevasses in levees that were supposed to be 
impregnable. 

IN THE LATTER PART OF DECEMBER, 1889, 
there was a rapid rise in the Upper 
Ohio. The fall was almost as sud- 
den, but as the high water went 
down therivers, smaller rivers and creeks 
swollen by rains poured in quantities of 
water, sothat when the body reached Cairo, 
it raised the water there nearly a foot. 

On January 1, Cairo reported eighteen feet 
and rising, Wwhlle the river was falling from 
Louisville up the Ohio, was falling at St. 
Louis, and stationary on the lower Mississippi. 
From the first day of the year the 
river rose at Cairo. Paducah at the 
mouth of the Tennessee, Evansville below 


the mouth of the Green River, Shawneetown 
below the mouth of the Wabash, all reported 
rising rivers. From Louisville up the water 
varied but slightly. 

ON JANUARY 9 
Cincinnati reported a growing river. 

The nextday the Ohio at Cairo went over 
thirty feet, having gone in ten days nearly 
thirteen feet. 

From Cincinnati down the Ohlo increased in 
volume forfour days, and on January 16 at 
Cairo it passed the danger line (40 feet) by 
three-tenths, The rise in sixteen days had 
been 1% feet a day. At that time the river was 
rising slowly from Evansville down and fail- 
ing above. 

The stage on the Middle Mississippi had 
been growing slowly under the influence of 
the Ohio’s flood, while from Grand Tower up 
the Mississippi had fallen slowly and there 
was little river indeed north of Keokuk. 

After a few days the Ohio lifted herself 
again, the Tennessee ana the Cumberland 
came up and the rise at Cairo was continued. 
This lifting amounted almost to a flood about 
the Ist of February. 

All of the water that had beon pouring vas 
Cairo into the Mississippi was Onlo River 
water. The Mississi pb Itself was at alow 
stage, and the water flowed. out rapidly until 
the lower Mississippi was bank full. Toward 

THE LATTER END OF FEBRUARY 
the Mississippi had mounted to the danger 
line at half a dozen leading points. Memphis, 
Shreveport, Vicksburg and New Orleans were 
then in danger of being flooded. 

On March 12 Cairo reached its maximum, 
48.9. The Signal Service Office had given out 
a prediction of 51 feet, but the failure of the 
Upper Mississipp! to rise prevented that stage 
being reached. The river at St. Louis bad 
then but 5 feet of water. 

On March 14, Obief Signal Officer A. W. 
Greeley sent out a warning from Washington 
to the people 18 on the lower gee be 
He told them that the rain they had had for 
four days had been drained into the trib- 
utaries of the great river and would sell it 
considerably. The water was then six-tenths 
of a foot 
HIGHER AT NEW ORLEANS THAN EVER BEFORE. 
The greutest flood ever known, he said, 
would obtain in the next seven days. All 
stock should be taken to the hills. 

The river was then rising in the lower Mis- 
souri, andSt. Louis was reporting rapid in- 
crease in the stage of water. Cairo had fallen, 
but the upper Ohio and lower tributaries 
brought back the upper line of the flood to 
near the maximum stage. 

The Lower Mississippi tributaries began to 
swell. The Arkansas and Red River over- 
flowed their banks. Low levees grew weak 
and succumbed. Low lying towns and pian- 
tations were flooded. 

Then came the nights and days of terrible 
struggle along lines of levee that protected 
vast tracts of lands. Men were pressed into 
service whether they liked the work or no 
and the shotgun — was established for 
— protection of ik e safer levees from being 

The Upper Mississippi grew rapidly, and 
while it has not yet approached a flood height, . 
it has added enormously to the stage of 
water below.

Ernst Possart’s Hit Before a Crowded 
House—At the Other Theaters. 


Truly Ernst Possart, the celebrated German 
actor, is a great artist. He appeared last 
night at the Grand Opera-house before a very 
large audience, so large in fact that a number 
were unable to obtain seats. 

Last night was a treat for the German the- 
ater-goers of this city. Possart is the first 
German actor of repute and standing who has 


appeared in St. Louis for some time. Con- 
trary to expectation, governed by past ex- 
periences on the part of St. Louisans, Possart 
did not depend entirely on his own efforts to 
please, but brought with him an excellent 
company. It is the weakness of some noted 
stars to refrain from selecting the best talent 
whioh they could obtain, so as to 
more effectually show their own 
talent by having an incompetent 
support to serve as a foil to their own acting. 
Possart selected a first-class company to ap- 
pear with him in St. Louis and In spite ofthe 
excellence of their acting, he without 
difficulty appears, as is demanded by his 
reputation, far superior to them. 

Possart is a man 49 years of age, but heisa 
perfect master of make-up. Last night 
he appeared as King Charles IX., a young 
man, 22 years of age. Possart demonstrated 
his artistic ability by not only acting the king, 
but his every action, his every gesture and 
every word denoted him as being the king. 
All his own personality was set aside for the 
time being, and he seemed to be utterly un- 
conscious of anything savethe events which 
transpired during that terrible massacre of the 
Huguenots in 1572. 

The play Die Bluthochzeit, called in En- 
glish St. Bartholomew’s Night,“ the in- 
tense drama from the pen of Albert Lindner, 
is well known. 

The scene is laid at the Louvre in Paris, and 
opens with a dialogue between Marguerite de 
Valois and Henry de Guise which, followed 
by the entrance of King Charles IX. and Henry 
of Navarre, gives the key to the whole situa- 
tion.

Germany’s Colonial Activity and 
the British Hast African Co,

Additional Deaths Resulting From the Anti- 
Semitic Riots in Gahela— Landlords 
Threatened and Troops Ordered Out— 

Fears ef Serious Trouble—The Irish Rall - 
way Employes’ Strike Seriously Affecting 
Business— The May Wemonstration —

LONDON, April 28.—The study of the Irish 
land purchase bill clauses is producing con- 
siderable discontent among Irish landlords 
who have had no trouble with their tenants. 
They now see that the voluntary principle of 
Mr. Balfour’s bill’ is an almost irresistible 
compulsory power. If on one estate tenants 
are paying £80 and buy their holdings, while 
on the other estate £100 is exacted by the land- 
lords, the principle of competition will place 
the latter’s tenants at such a disadvantage 
that a demand for the reduction of their rent 
will follow as a matter of course. If 
that reduction be granted, the land- 
lord will lose one-fifth of his 
property atastroke. Hecan avoid the com- 
mission only by offering to sell. If he offers 
to sell the money which the tenants pay to 
him will be limited to the amount. which the 
State will advance, and as that is only twenty 
years’ purchase, the Irish landlord whose re- 
lations with his tenants are’ agreeable wants 
to know where the justice of the proposal 
comesin. He is also disposed to echo the 
complaint, which was, oddly enough, first 
heard from the Radical side, thatthe bili of- 
fers a premium to the tenants who distutb 
the pecac of their neighbors. 

The British East African Co. is not entirely 
reassured by the pacific accounts which come 
from Germany with regard to, the action of 
Emin Pasha. The German Emperor isacon- 
siderable shareholder in the German East 
African Co. Dr. Kranel, the head of the 
lately formed coloniul department, has been 
made the object of marked imperial atten- 
tions. The original credit voted for Herr 
Wistmann’s expedition -has been doubled 
within the year over which it was supposed 
to extend. German influence at Zanzibar is 
becoming more and more considerable and 
everything points to a developmentof German 
colonial activity. Under these circumstances 
the British East Africa Co. is disposed to feel 
that the British Government might do more to 
give it the stimulus of knowing that its alma 
are sympatbiced with and Its pdlitical inter- 
ests likely to be carefully safeguarded. 

ENGLISH JUDAISM. 

The declaration by Dr. Hermann Adler on 
the critical question now agitating English 
Judaism has served to give it increased prom- 
inence. Dr. Adler has apparently no great 
Sympathy with the desire for a system of 
popular control of ‘‘representative boards’’ 
or local synagogue committees, ip pref- 


erence tothe jurisdiction ofthe chief rabbi, 
and does not accept the ideathat the alleged 
indifferentism is principally due to the lack 
of sympathy be.ween worshipers and the 
established ritual. He, indeed, rejects the 
charge that lethurgy is a characteristic of 
Anglo-Judaism. He points to the evidences 
of activity which exist on all sides and quotes 
the saying of a highly cultured German 
Hebrew respecting ‘‘the fervor of the English 
Hebrews for charitable works and their 
creed.’’ 
Do not, he adds, delude yourself with 
the thought that a mere change of ritual can 
rouse the sluggish and work a religious re- 
vival; do not grave for violent or drastic 
changes.’’ 
Yet the doctor is not quite satisfied with the 
synagogue service as now performed and the 
ugitation is gathering influence. A petition 
juss presented to the council of the United 
ynagogue in favor of reform reveals that the 
movement has avery remarkable following. 
There is no doubt that the presentis a singu- 
larly critical moment in the history of English 
Judaism.

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HIDING IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


An Austrian Detective Searching for the 
Murderer of the Thun Family.

PITTsTON, Pa., April @—As telegraphed a 
few days ago, for some time past Detective 
Madvazo of Vienna, Austria, has been ran- 
sacking the anthracite egal regions in search 
of a man named Zapolskt, whois accused of 
murdering six persons and for whom a re- 
ward of 4,000 marks is offered. The history of 
the case as told by Madvagois very interest- 
ing. In 1885, in that wild portion of the Aus- 


trian Empire border! on the Carpathian 
Mountains, a gypsy, named Seany, gave the 
police much trouble and nad in various en- 
counters killed several of them, 
always escaping arrest. One day he 
boldly ventarea into the town of Varinoand 
carried off a wealthy German store-keeper 
named Thun. He was taken to the mountains 
and held fur a ransom of 1,000 marks. As non- 
compliance would have assuredly caused him 
to be murdered, bis family paid the money 
and he returned home. In the vicinity of 
Varino lived a family of land proprietors 
named Zapoleki, of noble birth and settled in 
the district for centuries. One of the sons, 
named Gorg, was known to be wild and was 
placed under police surveillance and it was no 
surprise to the autborities when Thun notified 
him that be had seen Zapoliski with the rob- 
bers. He was at once arrested, but escaped 
through the connivance of a jail- 
er. Thun had 1 country seat 
near Var ino and a few days after 
his release bythe brigands he went there 
with his family. A laborer coming to work in 
the morning was surprised to find no one 
about and entered the house, and to his hor- 
ror found a man servant and maid servant 
lying dead on tha floor, horribly hacked and 
mutilated, The neighborhood was alarmed 
and the police called in. A further search re- 
vealed the dead bodies of Thun, his wife and 
two daughters in an upper chamber. It was 
evident thet the two girls had been subjected 
to trightful ill treatment before death. 
Stuck to the door by a dagger was 
a paper written in Hungarian to the 
effect that anyone giving the police infor- 
mation would be similarly dealt with. 
All the resources at the command of the au- 
thorities were used to detect the criminals, 
and with the aid of the Turkish police a rob- 
ber village in the Carpathians was found, 
raided and destroyed and every one in it ex- 
cept Zapolski killed. The latter escaped to 
Constantinople and was traced thence to 
Liverpool, from where he sailed for the United 
States. Madvazo is sure that Zapolski is in 
hiding in Luzerne County among the coal 
miners. The detective asserts that the State 
police bave given him no assistance and says 
if he nad $1,000 to use he could have Zapolski 
in his hands within a month.

WORKED ALL NIGHT. 


The Break at the Martinez Crévasse Closed 
Up—Fliced News. 


A special to the Daily States from Baton 
Rouge says: The relief boat Dacotah laid at 
Martinez crevasse all of last night. The break 
is virtually closed. The laborers on 


the Dacotah, together with the other 
hands, began sacking at 2:30 o’clook 
yesterday morning. Nearly one hundred 
thousand sacks were dro in front of the 
crib work and at 6 o’clock the back water had 
fallen three feet. At intervals the water 
would get the best of the workmen 
and rush through a small aperture with 
lightning-like speed cutting a deep 
channel under the cribbing. Such places 
were dangerous, and whenever they occurred 
the entire force would be concentrated 
on the wre point, and hundreds 
of sacks ropped hole. 
This morning the crevasse is barely 
leaking, but there is not a suficient number 
of sacks. The Dacotah came up to Baton 
Rouge for another load of sacks, arriving here 
atllo*clock. She will load immediately and 
return to the crevasse this afternoon, and 
unless ae occurs to change the pro- 
gramme will be in New Orledns Tuesday. 

Mr. James D. Houston, who has been at 
Martinez ever since the break, authorizes 
the statement that had it not been for the 
timely aid of the Dacotah Mar- 
tinez crevasse would not now 
have been closed. The releif. boat 
made two trips from the capital tothe break, 
— nearly 50,000 sacks. Having these at 
hand, enabled the workmento use them at 
the proper moment to protectthe crib work 
and prevent its washing out.

Trades Already Enjoying the Bene- 
fits of Shortened Hours.

How Reducing the Hours ef Laber Has Ar- 
fected Busines and Work, and Esti- 
mates as te the Prebabile Result of a Gen- 
eral Eimitation—The Number of Addi- 
tional Men Provided With Empleymeat— 
The Labor Situation Generally. 


No one questions the earnestness of the ad- 
vocates of the eight-hour movement and no 
one who has given the matter any considera- 
tion at all disputes that the demand is gen- 
eral, not only in St. Louis, but throughout 
the entire country. Here the fight to be com- 
menced by Thursday’s parade is nominally 
limited to the carpenters, but it is frankly ad- 
mitted by representative men of all other or- 
ganized trades that the issue involved is 
much more important than a mere strike 
on the part of 3,000 or 4,000 men. Last 
year the carpenters went on strike badly pre- 
pared and practically unequipped. They had 
very little support even from other members 
of the ir own craft, and the trades generally 
did not rally to their assistance. This year 
all is different. The carpenters have been 
selected as champions of a great principie— 
the carpenter’s shop and bench is to form the 
battle ground on which asevere conflict is to 
be ‘waged. So at least say the men 
who are the acknowledged 
pieces of the Trades and Labor Union 
of St. Louis, in connection with the 
American Federation of Labor. The pro- 
gramme has been mapped out to a nicety, and 
most carefully arranged plans have been de- 
vised to carry it out. Eight hours a day and 
no more,’’ isthe demand of the carpenters. 
It is taken for granted that the demand will be 
acceded to, but then the battle will be but 
half won. All that will have been achieved 
will be the insertion of

and by the time that wedge has been driven 
home no union man in any trade 
will be working more than one-third 
of the twenty-four hours that make® up 
aday. There were many reasons which led 
up to the carpenters being selected to cham- 
pion the cause. One ot these is that in the 
building trades generally the eight-hour day 
is becoming common. The bricklayers, stone- 
cutters, plasterers, painters and decorators 
have all gained the point, and it seems in- 
congruous for the man who fixes the joist to 
work two hours longer each day than the man 
who lays the brick, paves the way for the pa- 
per- banger or puts on the coat of paint. 

But another and, perhaps, still more im- 
portant reason may be found in the fact that 
so far as the carpenters are concerned the 
battle is part won before even the challenge 
has been formally issued. The projected 


strike 1 forms a toplo of conversation 
atthe Mechanics’ Exchange, where contract- 
ors and builders do congregate. Speaking to 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning on 
the question, Secretary Walsh of the Exchange 
said: 

For my own part I don’t belleve there will 
bea strike at all. Why should there be? The 
men ask for eight hours a day and 85 cents an 
hour, and that is precisely what they are 
working and getting. The members of the 
Exchange with whom 1 have talked on the 
question all say they are content with eight 
huurs’ work and that for months that is all 
they have asked the men to put in. 

What prvportion of carpenters in St. 
Louis do you suppose 

ARE NOW WORKING EIGHT HOURS?’’ 

It is hard to say. A very large proportion. 
Probably two-thirds, at least.’’ 

„„What effect has working eight hours bad 
on the trade? Has it injured the bosses?’’

This last question is one that comes home 
very closely in the dispute and representa- 
tives of the PosT-DISPATCH have interviewed 
members of several of the leading local unions 
on the subject. The main point sought to be 
arrived at was, what would be the general 
effect onthe trade of the city if eight hours 
should be fixed as the limit of a day’s work? 
As some trades have already attained tbe cov- 
eted boom ,it was possible in some instances 
to vary the question and ask for actual results 
instead of estimates and surmises. ‘ 

A variety ofarguments have been brought 
forward against the proposed limitation. One 
of these is that the man who pays the wages 
ougbt to decide all questions of the kind with- 
out consulting the wage-earner’s feelings or 
ideas, The argument might have prevaileda 
hundred years ago, Dut the times areout of 
jointifor such autocratic if convenient doctrines 
and something a little more logical has to be 
said and argued. Then it is said that business 
could not be run on the eight-hour plan, that 
Its adoption would lead to the withdrawal of 
capital and to trade depression generally, 
and that 

NO MORE MEN COULD BE EMPLOYED 
on eight-hour shifts than on those of nine, ten 
or twelve, and that hence less wages would 
be earned on the new plan than on the old. 
To the clearing up of these points the Inquiries 
of — FoOsr-Disrareh men were chiefly di- 
rected, 

Mr. K. L. Briggs, President of the Trades 
and Labor Union and also of one of the atrong- 
est carpenters’ unions in the city, spoke very 
strongly in favor of the movement. He said:

EARNED MORE MONEY 
since the hours have been limited to eight 
than Jever did before, and that isthe case with 
every man I havetalked toon the subject. 
It’s no experiment with us. We have had the 
benefit so long that we are glad to help others 


to get it. 


A thorough trial of the eight-hours plan has 
been made by the cigar makers and packers. 
No body of men in the oity are better organ- 
ized nor have any unions done more for their 
members than thé two connected with these 
trades. In years not so very long gone by to 
make cigars was the poorest kind of a busi- 
ness. ‘the men were paid on no recognised 
scale and what wages they earned were in 
many shops paid, cash, but in 
boxes of cigars. the men had 
to peddle round the saloons, and 
when they finally made a sale it was 
after one-third cash and two-thirds drinks. 
The poor fellows were but human, and their 
wives can best tell in what condition they 
came home with their infamously discounted 
earnings. There is nothing of that kind now. 
Wages are paid in cash and on a sensible 
scale. The unions have a vuriety of funds for 
the benefit of members, including an out-of- 
work fund, from which those who cannot find 
employment are paid regularly. 

Mr. H. Plassueyer, president of the union, 
when approached on the labor question of the 
day, said: 

The change to eight hours was made in 
1886. Prior to that we worked anyhow, nine, 
ten or eleven hours, but I think nine was 
most general. We got the concession without 
any great difficulty, partly because as we work 
by the tnousand, the bosses are not 80 par- 
ticular as if we were paid by the hour or 


How has the change affected the number of 
men out ot employment?’’ 

As we have an out of work fund that ques- 
tion is very easily answered. We have over 
six hundred men in the organization, and 


NOW THERE I8 WORK FOR ALL, 
though this is the dull season, and under 
the old work-as-long-as-you-like plan we 
used to have from forty to eighty men out of 
work. These fizures refer to cigarmakers. 
Among the packers there usedto be about a 
a third out of work. Now I can’t tell you of 
one man who is out. Form your own conclu- 
sion from the figures, They can neither speak 
nor lie, you know. 

What has been the effect on wages?“ 

We earn more in eight hours than we used 
to in nine or ten. That sounds strange but 
it’s a fact and all agree that the general qual - 
ity of work is better Our constitution is very 
stricton the eight hours question. For in- 
stance, sometimes we have to lose time owing 
to bad light, but we are not allowed to make 
it up by working more than eight hours on 
other days. The men made this rule them- 
selves and are quite satisfied with it.“ 

Do the non-union men work eight hours?’’ 

**Some do, others work nine and others ten. 
They do what they like, and there are so few 
of them that they don’t amount to anything. 
There are but twenty-five non-union cigar- 
makers and three non-union packers in the 
whole city. They have often talked about 
coming in with us, but wedon’t run after 
them, [can assure you. They work some of 
tnem on our scale and some for a little less.’’ 

George E. Evans of 4057 North Eleventh 
street, secretary of the Glassblowers’ U nion, 
in reply to a question as to the number of 
hours worked in the trade, said the average 
was eight and a holt, and that there was about 
ten months work in the year, The concession 
to eight and one half hours had satisfied the 
men and found employment for several. 


There was no intention of trying for eight 


hours at present. 

Charles MacManon, Secretary of the Trades 
and Labor Union and an active member of the 
Machinery Molders’ Union No. 59, said St.

The wage 
scale we ask the bosses to agree to is not a 
very liberal one. Now men in the wash- 
houses are earning from $40to $5 a month. 
We ask for not less than $14 a week. In the 
other departments we only ask a slight ad- 
vanceand weekly payment. osea 
scale is quite $1 a week lower than thas in 
force in San Francisco, and §2 less than the 
New York rates.

We have a variety of 
benefit funds and are in good shape finan- 
cially.

But we shall not do it just 
yet.’ 


THE SITUATION GENERALLY. , 

Briefly the situation is this: The carpenters 
will strike for eight hours if their demands 
are not acceded to, and the German printers 
will also come out it they can not gain their 
point by reasoning alone. But there is no 
probability of a general strike this spring. If 
the carpenters go out and stop out long 
enough, there will soon be no work at all for 
bricklayers and stone cutters, and very little 
for painters and decorators. The * chief 
trouble seems likely to be inthe planing and 
other mills. The point is raised by some 
bosses that it will not pay to run machinery 
for eight hours only, and ii this is strictly ad- 
hered to, a general stoppage of work will 
ensue, as even ifthe building carpenters are 
willing to work and get all points conceded, 
they will soon find their occupation gone ff 
the mills are kept idie. 

The contractors and builders themselves are 
alive to the situation and have for some time 
been guarding against emergencies by insert- 
ing a strike clause in every contract. Several 
of; them expect the fight to be practically con- 
fined to the mills, and this has led to extra 
caution. Ihe builders cannot control the 
mills, nor can they carry out their contracts 
while the milis are shut down. Hencetheir 
hands are tied to a great extent. But they 
view the situation with considerable equan- 
imity, having the strike clause to fall back 
uponin theevent of emergency and being 
quite willing as a whole to give the men just 
what they demand. 

The carpenters are to be supported by 
brother unions in other cities where there are 
no strikes in progress, and locally they will 
have the assistance of an immense body of 
men in St. Loulsamong whom may de men- 
tioned the bricklayers, stonecutters, painters 
and decorators, bootand shoe cutters, box- 
gawyers and nailers, broom-makers, journey- 
men butchers, cigar-makers and — 
ers, German waiters, kurniture- workers, 
hardwood finishers, journeymen tallors, 
musicians, iron molders, machinists and 
metal workers, printers, book-binders, coop- 
ers, bakers, upholsterers, horse collar mak- 
ers, beer brewers and drivers, siate 
roofers, bollermakers and and helpers. 
The local unions of these recognize 
the situation and indorse the eight hours 
demand. Eventually each will ask for the 
restriction, but for the present will simply 
back up the carpenters and hurrah if that 
trade wins in the struggle.

Essay on Theoderé Parker. 


Unity, a religious journal published in 
Chicago, has the following in its issué of 26th 
inst, The writer is Mrs. Celia Parker Weolley, 
assistant editor of the paper: It was as a 
guest ofthe Unitarian Club of that city that 
your correspondent made. ber first visit to St. 
Louls, taking the night train on the lach, and 
mucn regretting that the pressure of 
other engagements necessitated an early 
return two days later.

He told us how, 
bred a Calvinist, he astonished his Boston 
host on oecasion of a visit to that city shortly 
before the war, announcing a desire to 
hear Theodore Parker preach. He gave a

Other 
circumstances led to a renewal of interest in 
the same direction, and inquiring of a friend 
where he could find some of Parker’s pub- 
lighed works, he received a direct rebuff, 
which, instead of diminishivg his interest, 
fired it anew. Mr. Dimm 8S essay was a 
comprehensive and sympathetic digest of 
Parker’s teachings, the fundamental attribute 
of which lay in the thought of the ‘‘nearness 
of God, and the reality of man’s spiritual 
nature. Though condemned for the trrelig- 
ious character of his teachings, Parker is 
now re as one of the most devout and 
spiritual minded of men. He was not, how- 
ever, like Emerson, ‘‘an inconoclast without 
a hammer, dut every blow be struck was 
forthe right. The essayist thought Parker’s 
published prayers show him at his best; but 
his writings also have a high oritical value 
from the enormous book learning they dis- 
play. The essay closed with a word of tender 
recollection of the writer’s visit to Parker’s 

Interest in the discussion was heightened by 
the fact that the President of the ciub, Mr. E 
S. Rowse, was an old parishoner of Mr. 
Parker’s, and was able to intersperse the 
short speeches which followed with many 
pleasant personal reminiscences, The other 
guests present on this occasion were Mr. 
Blake of Ohicago, Prof. Gould of Manistee, 
and Mr. Mann of Omaha. Mr. Blake’s three

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INJUSTICE OF THE LAW. 


JUDGE VALLIANT VIEWS THE MECHANIC'S 
UAxx LAW 


And Shows How a House-Owner Can Be 
Made to Pay a Bill Twice—A. W. Spilker 
Granted a Divorce—Other Ruliags and 
Judgments—Legal Notes and News. 


In one of his decisions this morning, Judge 
Valliant gives a ‘‘friendly tip“ to all persons 
building or about to build, and gives the law 
of mechanice’jliensand garnishments. It was 
in the case of Christian Pieper against Julius 
R. Stiefel. Mr. Stiefel was building a house 
with Xavier Doerer as contractor, and had 
paid all but a small part when Christian 
Pieper, a mechanic who had done some work 
on the house, but hed not been paid by 
Doerer, filed a gatnishment against Mr. 
Stiefel toj prevent him paying Doerer the last 
installment. Mr. Stiefel paid Mr. Doerer, 
nevertheless, and in April, 1889, Pieper se- 
cured judgment against Stiefel for $287.19. 
Stiefel filed a motion fora new trial, and in 
overruling it Judge Valliant says: 

This is a proceeding under 

A GARNISHUMENT 
on execution. Upon the trial the garnisher’s 
evidence tended to prove that the judgment 
debt for Xavier Doerer was building a house 
under contract with garnishee, which pro- 
vided for payments in installments as the 
work progressed; thattwo payments had al- 
ready been made and another was coming 
due when this garnishment was served. After 
he was served the garnishee,{Stiefel, hesitated 


about paying the third installment, but ascer- 
tained that the men who had been workin 
for Doerer onthe house had not been pat 
and that unless they were paid they would file 
mechanics’ liens on the building. Doerer 
would not pay the men unless the garnishee, 
Stiefel, paid him. In this emergency the gar- 
nishee concluded to pay Doerer, so as to af- 
ford means to pay the men and save the 
houége from the liens, and this he accordingly 
did, notwithstanding the garnishment. 

After Doerer got the money he threw up tae 
contract, presumably because of the gar- 
nishment, and Mr. Stiefel had to employ 
another person to finish the house, and it 
cost him more than it would have cost if 
Doerer had finished it under the contract. 

Mr. Stiefel contends that he should not be 
held liable in this proceeding for two reasons: 
First, because, although he paid the $163 after 
he was served with the writ of garnishmet, 
yetifhe had not done so his house would 
have been encumbered with liens; and, sec- 
ond, Doerer’s abandonment of the contract 
afterwards made him the debtor of the gar- 
nishee. 

Anyone placed in the same predicament 
that Mr. Stiefel was would doubtiess feel as 
he does, that it is a great hardship to be thus 
placed between two fires. This hardship 
arises out of the 

POLICY OF THE LEGISLATION 
concerning mechanics’ liens. With that 
policy the courts have nothing to do. We 
must administer the lawas the Legislature 
has made it. A wan entering into a 
building contract does so with know- 
ledge of the risk he runs in 
having to pay not only the contractor 
but also the mechanics and material men. 
There is but one way to protect ourselves 
against this risk, and that is to be secured by 
the contractor against it at the time the con- 
tract is made. 

The garnishee’s evidence did not show with 
any degree of certainty how much was due 
to the men, or that tne liens could have been 
maintained, or whothe men were who were 
likely tofileliens. But n that there 
were claims to the amount in question 
due the men and that they could have prose- 
cuted their liens successfully, still they had 
not done so at the time this garnishment was 
served and therefore the plaintiff was prior in 
time and first in law. 

The fact that the contractor afterwards be- 
came liabie to the garnishee in damages for 
the breach of the contract does not alter 
the case. The vital fact in the 
case is that, at the time the garnishment was 
served, the garnishes, Stiefel, owed the de- 
fendant in execution $163 and that he paid it 
after he was garnisheed and in deflance of the 
writ. 

„It is a hardship on the garnisbee under the 
facts in this case, butican see no escape for 
his liability. Motion for a new trial over- 
ruled.

THE UNION PACIFIC. 


Annual Report of President Adams te the 
Steckhelders. 


BOSTON, Mass., April 28.—The Union Pacific 
issues its annual report to stockholders to- 
day. it follows the form of previous reports, 
is complete in every detall, covers every 
branch and invested interest of the system, 
and is supplemented by a copy of the contract 
of the alliance with the Chicago & North west- 
ern Raiload,the report of Gevernment Di- 
rector Spalding, the Senate bill for settlement 
of Pacific Railroad debts and the Senate Com- 
mittee’s report. While the Union Pacific 


proper shows substantially the same result as 
for 1888, the whole system shows a compara- 
tive loss in surplus of $407,000, the total sur- 


lus for the year being $1,145,000, against. 


1,552,000 in the previous year. This loss, 
President Adams states in his introductory 
remarks, was due to the decreased earnings 
ot the O. R. & L. Co., by reason of deficient 
crops in Oregon and Washington. 

Advances made by the Union Pacific to meet 
the deficiency on roads where it is a stock- 
holder may hereafter be repaid, but Presi- 
dent Adams shows the operation of the whole 
system, charging all these advances to cover 
deficits as well as the expenses of the system 
proper. 

Siightly condensed, the whole system, 5,180 
miles, shows: Gross earnings, $31,070,182, in- 
créase, $874,659; net earnings, $11,195,971, in- 

$735,337; total income, $12,032,668, in- 
751,036; interest on bonds, 
increase, $9,376; oth interest 
charges, $1,898,926, increase, $269,031; sinking 
funds, $811,142, increase, $194,881; United States 
requirements $1,140,379, increase, $5,985; dis- 
count, interest, etc., $437,051, increase 3181, 
186; land expenses Union Pacific division, 
$64,936, decrease, $5,472. profit and loss, $219,- 
071, increase, $95,640; St. J. & G. 1. deficit, 
$69,008, decrease, $71,915; 0. R. & N. deficit 
$736,206, increase, $387,088; Central Branch de- 
ficit, $280,377, decrease, $61,641; Montana 
Union half deficit, $117,006; increase, $107,311; 
Kansas Citv & Omaha deficit, $46,576; in- 
crease, $46,576; total expenditures, $10,887,764; 
increase, $1,158,044, balances, $1,144,904; de- 
crease, $407,008; earned on stock, 1.88 per 
cent; last year, 2.65 per cent; decrease, .37 
per cent.

THE DRABELLE ACT VALID 


THE SUPRFME COURT DENIES THE WRIT 
AGAINST MR. MILLER. 


The Last Hope of the Aulerites Goes Glim- 

* meriag—The Court Was Unanimous— 
Every Single Point Raised Against the 
Law Decided Upon Adversely—The Pres- 
ent Situation—Meeting Te-Nightte Take 
Action on Mr. Reimler’s Death. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., April 2%.—Judge F. 
M. Black rendered an opinion in the Supreme 
Court this morning in the case of State ex rel. 
Attorney-General vs. Charles F. Miller. This 
case isan information in the nature of a quo 
warranto presented by the Attorney-General! 
to test the right of the respondent to the 
office of Director of the St. Louis Public 
School Board and the controversy is led to 
turn on the constitutionality of the act of 
March 30, 1887, known as the Dradelle law. 
The opinion holds that the lawis constitu- 
tional and the writis denied. All the Judges 
concur. Judge Black in his opinion 
reviews former decisions of the 
court in relation to class legislation 
and the old question that any law designed ex- 
pressiy to apply to cities of 300,000 inhabitants 
and over is class legislation and prohibited is 
again denied. In support of this position the 
decision upholding the notary law is cited. 
The only question touched by the court is the 
validity of the Drabelle act. The objections 
to the law are disposed of in the following 
Order: 

„The title of the act does not conform to 
the constitution.’’ 

Denied and held that where all the provis- 
ions of a statute fairly relate to the same sub- 
ject, have a natural connection with it, and 
are the incidents or means of accomplishing 
it, then the subject is single. 

The act violates sec. 34 art. (of the consti- 
tution inasmuch asitdoes not designate the 
words to be amended in a section or striken 
out, eto.“ 

Denied and held that repeals by implication 
are not prohibited. State ex rel. Draper, 47. 
Mo., 29; State ex rel. Maguire, 47, Mo., 35. 

The act is a repeal or local law. 

This point is argued at great length by 
Judge Biack and practically decided upon 
former rulings of the court. 

The motion toquasn Judge Barciay’s pro- 
ceedings in Chambers was not disposed of 
and neither is the provision of_the charter of 
St. Louis, requirine Schoo! directors to have 
paid taxes, considered. 


The Present Situation. 


The decision of the Supreme Court brings 
the School Board muddle nearer to a solution.

7Wo RAILROAD COMPANIES IN THE AS- 
SEMBLY WITH CONFLICTING BILLS. 


The Right of Way Over the Eighteenth 
Street Bridge in Demand— The Bill Pre- 
sented by the North Third Street Mer- 
chants and Its Significance—Parying In- 
terest on Bonds—City Hall Notes. 


The Council Committee on Raffroads will 
meet Wednesday afternoon to hear argu- 
ments for and against the cross-town and 
north and south railroad bills. From all indi- 
cations the committee will have an 
interesting time of it with these bills 
and their proprietors. Both companies 
ask the privilege of running tracks over the 
Eighteenth strget bridge, and this will very 
probably result in a clash. There are other 
features of the bill which are likely to cause 
some conflict. 


The Cross Town Route commences at Park. 


and Mississippi avenues and runs north to 
Chouteau avenue, west to Twenty-first street 
north to Papin street, east to Eighteenth 
street, thence over the bridge and along 
Fighteenth street to O' Fallon, west to Hogan 
street, north to North Market street and 
thence to Second street. The North & South 
Co. propose to start at the intersection of 
Cherokee street and Gravois Road and run 
eastto Thirteenth, north to Lynch. west to 
he cond Caroudelet avenue, north to Shenan- 
doah, eastto Dolman street, north to Chou- 
toenu auenue, west to Kighteenth street, north 
to Lucas avenue, west to Nineteenth ‘street, 
north to Benton street, west to Twentieth 
street, north to Hebert, west to Twenty-fifth 
street, north to Palm street, west to Parnell 
street, north to Barrett street, thence to and 
along Grand avenue to Florissant avenue, 
thence to the south gate of Culvary 
Cemetery. This company also asks the priv- 
lege of using other routes similar in some 
respects and including the Eighteenth street 
bridge. 

The Cross Town bill is backed by John N.

THE PRICE OF GAS. 


City Counselor Bell in the Supreme Court 
Against the Gas Companies, 


By Telegravh to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 28. —City Coun- 
selor Leverett Bell of St. Louis appeared be- 
forethe Supreme Court this morning and 
filed an application for an allernative. writ of 
mandamus against the officers of the Laclede, 
the Carondelet and the Water-Gas Co.’s, ro- 
spectively, to compel them to show cause 
why they charge $1.18 per 1,000 for gas, when 
an ordinance passed by the Municipal Assem- 
bly fixes the price at not exceeding 90 cents. 
The court received the application, and in- 
formed Mr. Bell that the matter would be 
examined, and it would first decide whether 
the proceeding should be commeneed in the 
Supreme Court or in a lower court. No argu- 
ments were submitted. 


The city ordinance fixing the price to be 
charged for gas at 90 cents is being contested 
by the Laclede Gas-Light Co. in tne St. Louis 
Circuit Court. The company sues for an in- 
junction against the city to prevent the en- 
forcing of the ordinance, on the ground that 
it is invalid. Tue contention, is that the 
price fixed in the ordinance is arbitrary and 
that no judicial inguiry as to the price to be 
charged is provided for. The United States 
Supreme Gourt decided Aaa og! that a legis- 
lature could not n the rates to be 
charged by a railroad on freight, the question 
being for judiciai inguiry. 

W bile tlie city is defending in the Circuit 
Court, Mr. Bell has gone to the Supreme 
Court ‘in order to reach an earlier settlement 
of the matter—if that is possible.

TROUPE KILLED. 


The Members of Louis Harrison’s Co. in a 
Pullman Sleeper Overturned by an Acci- 
dent at Staunton, Na. — Nearly All of the 
Actors More or Less Injured—in la Barn- 
ing Bullding. 


STAUNTON, Va., April 28.—At3 a. m. to-day 
the express train of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad for Washington was descending a 
heavy grade a mile west of Staunton when 
the brake-rod of the engine fell, the air brake 


was rendered useless and the wild train 
rushed into Staunton at eighty miles an hour, 
tearing away the depot roof. The Pullman 
sleeper left the track and was thrown on its 
side. In it were fifteen members of the 
Pearl of Pekin“ troupe, enroute to alt- 
more, announced to pay there to-night. Of 
the company, Mies Myrtle Knott, injyred, 
died while deing taken from the car; Miss 
Edith Miller, leg broken; Mrs. Edward ‘Webb, 
Edward Stevens, Miss Kertha Fisher, Louis 
Harrison and Miss lone Dunham all escaped 
with slight cuts and bruises. W. F. Kirpat- 
rick, lumber merchant, New York, leg se- 
vefely torn; L. M. Stoman, commercial trav- 
eler, Cincinnati, bruised. The car took fire, 
but was put out. 


Miss Knox Killed. 


CINCINNATI, O., April 2.—Officers of the 
Chesepeake & Ohio road here have dispatches 
giving an account of the accident, but they do 
not mention the extraordinary speed of eighty 
miles an hour. The report from the 
superintendent says the rear sleeper, 
Austerlitz, left the track and toppled over on 
the platiorm at the passenger station. The 
young lady who was killed was named Knox. 
not Knott. She was formerly a telegraph 
operator in Kansas City, and jotned the com- 
pany not very long ago, contrary to the wishes 
of her father.

Report and 


The Commissioners’. Annual 
Schedule of Wants. 


To-day the copy of the twenty-ninth annual 
report of the Board of Police Commissioners 
of the city of St. Louis was sent to the 
printer by the Secretary. Mr. Henry G. Pas- 
chall. The report is for the fiscal year ending 
April 7, and was compiled by Mr. Paschal! 
and his assistant, Mr. Kd Lally. It will be 
submitted to the Municipal Assembly early in 
May. ° 

The board is now composea of Edward A 
Noonan, Mayer and ex-officio President; John 
H. Overall, Vice-President, and assigned to 
the Third and Fourth Districts; John H. 
Small, Treasurer and purchasing member, 
and assigned to the Fifth District; Charles H. 
Turner, Commissioner and member of Board 
of Health, and assigned to Central District; 
Benjamin F. Hammett, Commissioner, and 
assigned to the First and Second District; 
Henry G. Paschall, Secretary. 

The report shows a 

NUMBER OF CHANGES 
madein the department during the past 
twelve months. Of appointments there were 
165, being 5patrolmen, 145 emergency spe- 
ciais, 3 turnkeys, I messenger and 1 telephone 
operator, Of promotions there were 143, 2 to 


the rank of captain, 17 to the rank of ser- : 


geunt, 122 to the rank of patrolman, and 2 to 
the rank of clerk. Of resignations there 
were 10, being 5 patrolmen, 2 emer- 
gency speciais, lturnkey, 1 clerk and | tel- 
ephone operator. One captain, 5 patrolmen, 
1 emergency special, 1 turnkey and 1 janitor 
were carried away by death, while 5 patrol- 


men were dismissed from the force. Two 
clerke were reduced to the rank of turnkey, 1 
patrolman and (emergency specials resigned 
under charge, and 5 emergency specials, 1 
messenger and 1 telephone operator were 
dropped from the rolls. 
CHARGES AGAINST 78 OFFICERS 

were made during the year. Triais were had 
in each case, resulting in 21 officers being 
fined, 19 being fined and reprimanded, I repri- 
manded, 8 being cautioned, 22 cases dis- 
missed without prejudice,10 officers dismissed 
from the forceand 2 suspended for 60 days 
Without pay. Ofofficerson the force there 
are at present 619. Of these 1 ranks as 
Chief, 7as captains, 59 ag sergeants, 495 as 
foot patrolmen, 40 as mounted patrolmen and 
10 as detectives. 

Salaries paid the regular officers amounted 
to $555,213.81, while the salaries of other em- 
ployes and current expenses amounted to 
$50,942.16 more. The mounted system cost in 
the vicinity of $10,000, the patrol system al- 
most $4,000, while other miscellaneous ex- 
penses increased the amount to $28,912.65. An 
aggregate of $864,362.28 is asked as an 

APPROPRIATION TO MEET THE EXPENSE 
ofrnnning the department for the current 
year. Ofthis amount $633,900 is wanted for 


the pay roll of the regular officers; $61,100 for 


other salaries; horses, $4,000; current ex- 
penses, $31,035; unpaid bills for current ex- 
penses, $27.28; labor and material for repairs 
to stations, $3,000; erection of a new station 
at Tenth and North Market streets for Fourth 
District headquarters, $15,000; estab- 
lishing patrol system in Second and 
Fourth Districts and increasing the system in 
the Fifth; proposed increase of 100 men, 
$90,000. The force is distributed as follows: 
In the First District, 28; Second, 72; Central, 

177; Third, 138; Fourth, 100 ; Firth, 142; head- 
quarters, 36; stables, 16. After making this 
report the board called the attention of the 
Assembly to the fact that 

ONE HUNDRED NEW MEN ARE NEEDED, 
it being impossible to properly guard the 
city, especially in the growing suburbs, with 
the existing force. The parks also need 
further protection. An extension of the 
patrol system is desired and a new main 
station in the Fourth District is asked for. 

The report of the Chief of Police is ap- 
pended. It shows that 19,724 arrests were 
made by the members of the department. 
This inerease in numbers was caused by the 
enforcement of the gambling and 
liquor laws. Of ithe arrests 2,875 
were for alleged State offenses, while 
16,849 were for violations of the city ordi- 
nances. Of males there were 16,451 and of 
females 3,273. The nativity of these is given 
as follows: United States, 10,969: United 
States (colored), 2,205; Ireland, 2. 160; Ger- 
many, 1,863; Engiand. 467; Scotland, 217; 
Wales, 81; France, 108; Canada, 139; Italy, 
138 ; Sweden, Ss; Bohemia, 23; Brazil, 1; Den- 
mark, 33 Poland, 37 Switzerland, 833 Hol- 
land, 73 Hungary, 5; Spain, 27; Russia, 59; 
Belgiuin, 3; Greece, 8; China, 27; Austria, 22; 
Norway, 10. 

Of these arrests credit is given the First 
District for 267; the Second, 1,263; Central, 
9,327; Third, 5, 732; Fourth, 1,300; Fifth, 1,835.

NEW YoRK, April 28.—‘‘I am dead broke and 
I want to get back to New York.’’

CHASED KEY A MADMAN, 


An Italian Patient Attempts to Murder a 
Hospital Attendant.

NEW YORK, April 28.—A madman with a 
giittering dagger nearly caused a bloody 
tragedy in the Manhattan Eye and Ear 
Hospital No, 104 Park avenue, near the Grand 
Central depot, yesterday morning about 8 
o’clock, as some of the patients were rising. 
A young orderly named James J. Merriman, 
while making his rounds at that hour, noticed 


an Italian meningitis patient named Antonia 
Peratz putting on his clothes. Peratz is a 
wilda-eyed laborer about 35 years of 
age and is very strong. He got 
out of bed against the ynhvsician’s 
orders and Merriman became indignant. The 
Itallan acted strargely. He seemed to be suf- 
fering intense pain and insisted on putting on 
his clothes and getting away from the place. 
The orderly seized him and forcibly tried to 
push him under the bed covers. This infu- 
riated the suffering man, and the fiend in him 
was let loose. Witha tiger-iike rapidity he 
drew from under his pillow a glittering dirk 
with edges as keen as a razor and made a vi- 
cions slash at the orderly’s left ear. A stream 
of biood paid tribute to the blow, for the dag- 
er inflicted a wound an inch and a 
alk long just over the orderly’s 
eur.

THREE MONTHS OF FLOOD ON THE LOWER 
MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


All Previous High Waters Surpassed in Stage 
and Duration of Flood—How the Present 
Disaster-Maker Began to Grow—Chief 
Signal Officer Greeley’s Prophecy and Its 
Fulfillment. 


The flood now in the Lower Mississippi has 
continued longer than any floodever known 
on either the Ohio or Mississippi rivers. In 
all other ways—save in loss of life—it has 
passed all competitors. There is not one 
authenticated mark of previous high water 
that has not been passed. 

Frem every point where there has been for 
auy considerable number of yearsa Govern- 
ment gauge and high waters properly meas- 
ured the information is that all records have 
been surpassed. At many places the gauge 
has been completely overflowed and owing to 
the failure of the Signal Service to provide a 
su pplementary measure the real height of the 
water is not known and will not be known un- 
til the water goes down and marks now being 
made on buildings can be measured accur- 
ately in connection with the gauge. 

In consequence of tle extraordinary flood 
more land is under water than ever before, 
though the levees that withstood previous 
high waters nad been strengthened since the 
last strain was putonthem. This flood defied 
all sorts of restraints, as it grew and made 
crevasses in levees that were supposed to be 
impregnable. 

IN THE LATTER PART OF DECEMBER, 1889, 
there was a rapid rise in the Upper 
Obio. The fall was almost as sud- 
den, but as the high water went 
down therivers, smaller rivers and creeks 
s wollen by rains poured in quantities of 
water, so that when the body reached Cairo, 
it raised the water there nearly a foot. 

On January 1, Cairo reported eighteen feet 
and rising, whiletheriver was failing from 
Louisville up the Ohio, was falling at St. 
Louls, and stationary on the lower Mississippi. 
From the first day of the year the 
river rose at Cairo. Paducah at the 
mouth ofthe Tennessee, Evansville below 


the mouth of the Green River, Shawneetown 
below the mouth of the Wabash, all reported 
rising rivers. From Louisville up the water 
varied but slightly. 

ON JANUARY 9 
Cincinnati reported a growing river. 

The nextdaythe Ohio at Cairo went over 
thirty feet, having gone in ten days nearly 
thirteen feet. 

From Cincinnati down the Ohio Increased in 
volume forfour days, and on January 16 at 
Cairo it passed the danger line (40 feet) by 
three-tenths, The rise in sixteen days had 
been 1% feet a day. At that time the river was 
rising slowly from Evansville down and fall- 
ing above. 

The stage on the Middle Mississippi had 
been growing slowly under the influence of 
the Ohio’s flood, while from Grand Tower up 
the Mississippi had falten slowly and there 
was little river indeed north of Keokuk. 

After a few days the Ohio lifted herself 
again, the Tennessee ana the Cumberland 
came up and the rise at Cairo was continued. 
This lifting amounted almost to a flood about 
the Ist of February. 

All of the water that had been pouring pas 
Cairo into the Mississippi was Ohio River 
water. The Mississippi itself was at alow 
stuge, and the water flowed out rapidly until 
the lower Mississippi was bank full. ‘Toward 

THE LATTER END OF FEBRUARY 
the Mississippi had mounted to the danger 
line at half adozen leading points. Memphis, 
Shreveport, Vicksburg and New Orleans were 
then in danger of being flooded. 

On March 12 Cairo reached its maximum, 
48.9. The Signal Service Office had given out 
a prediction of 51 feet, but the failure of the 


. Upper Mississtpp' to rise prevented that stage 


being reached, The river at St. Louis had 
then but 5 feet of water. 

On March 14, Chief Signal Officer A. W. 
Greeley sent out a warning from Washington 
to the people living on the lower 8 
He told them that the rain they had had for 
four days had been drained into the trib- 
utaries of the great river and would sell it 
considerably. The water was then six-tenths

The greatest flood ever known, he said, 
would obtain in the next seven days. All 
stock should be taken to the hills. 

The river was then rising in the lower Mis- 
souri, and St. Louis was reporting rapid in- 
crease in the stage of water. Cairo had fallen, 
but the upper 6510 and lower tributaries 
brought buck the upper line of the flood to 
near the maximum stage. 

The Lower Mississippi tributaries began to 
swell. The Arkansas and Red River over- 
flowed their banks. Low levees grew weak 
and succumbed. Low lying towns and plan- 
tations were flooded. 

Then came the nights and days of terrible 
struggie along lines of levee that protected 
Vast tracts of lands.. Men were pressed into 
service whether they liked the work or no 
and the shotgun patrol was established for 
—— protection of tte safer levees from being 
cut. 


The Upper Mississippi grew rapidly, and 
while it ba not yet approached a flood height, 
it has added enormously to the stage of 
water below. ' 
Greeley in his warning of March 1 put a 
limitof seven s on the a ot the 
maximum flood. His time wastooshort. It 
was not until the first days ot April that the 
fullsupply got into the Lower Mississippi.

AMUSEMENTS. : 


Ernst Possart’s Hit Befere a Crowded 
House—At the Other Theaters. 


Truly Ernst Possart, the celebrated German 
actor, is a great artist. He appearéd last 
night at the Grand Opera-house before a very 
large audience, so large in fact that a number 
were unadle to ohtaiu seats. 

Last night was a treat for the German the- 
ater-goers of this city. Possart is the first 
German actor of repute and standing who has 


appeared in St. Louis for some time. Con- 
trary to expectation, governed by past ex- 
periences on the part of St. Louisans, Possart 
did not depend entirely on his own efforts to 
please, but brought with him an excellent 
company. It is the weakness of some noted 
stars to refrain from selecting the best talent 
which they could obtain, so as to 
more effectually show their own 
talent by having an incompetent 
support to serve as afoil to their own acting. 
Possart selected a first-class company to ap- 
pear with bim in St. Louis and In spite ofthe 
excellence of their acting, he without 
difficulty appears, as is demanded by his 
reputation, far superior to them. 

Possart is a man 49 vears of age, but heisa 
perfect master of ‘‘make-up.’’ Last night 
he appeared as King Charles IX., a young 
man, 22 years of age. Possart demonstrated 
his artistic ability by not only acting the king, 
but his eyery action, his every gesture and 
every word denoted him as being the king. 
All his own personality was set aside for the 
time being, and he seemed to be utterly un- 
conscious of anything save the events which 
transpired during that terrible massacre ofthe 
Huguenots in 1572. 

The play ‘‘Die Bluthochzeit, called in En- 
glish ‘‘St. Bartholomew’s Night,’’ the in- 
tense drama from the pen of Albert Lindner, 
is well known. 

The scene is laid at the Louvre in Paris, and 
opens with a dialogue between Marguerite de 
Valois and Henry de Guise Which, followed 
by the entrance of King Charzes IX. and Henry 
of Navarre, gives the key tothe whole situa- 
tion. Charles, the eagily influenced monarch, 
swayed first one way by the elequence of his 
true friends and then to the oppos- 
ite persuasive words of 
his mother, Catherine de 
Medici, is prevailed upon to sign the decree 
authorizing the massacre of 100,000 Huguenots. 
At the appointed hour the burning of the pal- 
ace gives the signal for the commencement of 
the slaughter. The rattle of A the 
clanging of alarm bells now and then Inter- 
mingled with the boom of cannon arouses the 
monarch from sleep.
